htirs Irom C. B. Montgomery, who ship- 
ped on tbo Commodore, giving dotol!s of 
the disaster, ond closing with those slgni- 
Itoont words: "There was treachery, and 
I have the proofs." 


Tho vessel was In o stanch condition 


when she left pors, having recently been 
overhauled. It Is remarkable that she 
sprung a leak In tho after hold where 
there was no strain. Tho forward and 
middle holds wero full of arms and fuel, 
and the bottom could not hovo been 
reached by tho traitor. But there wore 
only provisions nnd somo tiaggage In tho 
alter hold, nnd It was easy for tho Span- 
ish agent to use an auger there. While 
the Commodore was being loaded here 
«he was watched by the Spanish vice oon- 
•ul and his spies. One of tbo spies re- 
marked: "They moy load tbo arms, but 
tho '/'ommodore will never roaoh Cuba. " 


Friday night tho Spanish spies woro In 


several saloons and offered odds that tho 
Commodore would founder before sho got 
out of Florida waters 
It Is also stated

As 
the nature <>f this oath is bometimcBniU- 
undcrHtood and mi-dieul men conse- 
quently arc uccusrd without reason of 
violating it, it may be well to recall 
what were the conditions Bupponed to 
ha*e been impound Dy the uncientGreek 
plij-Hlcliui upon his pupils. 


Whether tlve oath wo» actually the 


work of Ill|»pocrntes has frequently 
been called in question. 
It Is men- 


tioned by many early authors, but-later 
writers have condemned it as spurious, 
end it is certain that Galen, makei 110 
mention of it. 
NVvcrtheiess, many 


learned men of modern times, Littre 
nnionp them, luive accepted it, im genu- 
ine.However, whetlnej- it vins indeed tin- 
father of medicine himself who laid 
down the precepts, they arc certainly 
very ancient, and stand to this day as 
the vt-rv foundation of medical eti- 
quette. In certain colleges the Hippo- 
cratic oath, w ith but one or two modifl- 
cationi, is still taken by all who would 
become practitioners of medicine. 
On 


the other hand, it would be an error to 


ip(Miso that all physicians arc obliged 


of necessity U> abide by the rules luid 
down in it, for in cm-tuin colleges of 
medicine n degree nmy be had without 
either oath or fctipulation. 


Here is Hippocrates' oath a* truus- 


lated by Suigcon Francis Admim: 


"I swear by Apollo, the physician,
